Dear Sir, 

I had the pleasure of meeting you some 
time ago in Toronto, and from your remarks gathered you believe 
Universities must play an important part in training Citizens 
for higher National standards of Life, may I therefore lay the 
following urgent matter before you? 

After an Educational propaganda extend= 
ing over three years, a great deal of enlightened support has 
been secured from every description of persons and organisations 
throughout the Dominion. 

The movement for obtaining the esta- 
blishment of a Federal Labour Bureaux syatem culminated this 
year in three Deputations, each of which was officially pledg» 
ead by the Dominion Govt; that Labour Bureaux Legislation will 
be carried through next Session. 

This made all the easier by the atti- 
tude of Sir Wilfred Laurier and the Opposition, who have both 
berbally and in writing expressed unqualified approval of the 


measure, 
The enclosed Bill, endorsed by lead- 


ing Representatives of Employers and Workers, was brought last 
Session before the Cabinet with very satisfactory results by 
the Fon. Mr. Deherty Acting Minister of Labour. 

Sir G. Askwith, and other prominent 
English Govt. Officials have repeatedly told me the success of 
the system largely depends upon the conscientious and scienti~« 


fie spirit in which officials carry out their duties.

The trust and respect of both Employers and Workers has first 
to be won, in order to begin to dispel the antagonism and suspi~ 
cion existing between Labour and Capital. 

Further, stringent safeguards have 
to be taken to prevent political wire pulling and jobbery in 
the appointments, and using the organisation as a machine for 


political purposes. 
In this work it is felt that the 


Univertities can lead and mould Public Opinion, as well as 
train Workers for the satisfactory fulfilment of their respon- 
sibilities, may I therefore hope that after consideration of 
the subject in all its bearings, you will feel it is worthy 

to be taken up and folloved by definite action. 

Courses ~specialised - on Econo= 
mice, Sociology, Methods of Investigation of Industrial con- 
ditions, similar to those held at the London School of Eco= 
nomice, Would be simply invaluable, and would subsequently 
exercise a powerful influence upon Economic and Industrial con 
ditions and the relations of Capital and Labour in the Domin= 
ion. 

I enclose a copy of the Bill and 
oother brief data bearing upon the subject, and may add that 
not only does the Governour General warmly approve, but also , 
in reply to information xonveyed to HoM.the King, Members of 
the British Cabinet, of the Houses of Lords and Commons, Donte 
inions Royal Commission, Imperial Chambers of Commerce, etc. 
as to the Govte pledge of a Labour Bureaux Bill next Session, 
I have received espressions of keen satisfaction that a Reform 
long desired and waitea for by the Motherland will now be carried 


through without delay or opposition.

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AN ACT RESPECTING FREE PUBLIC LABOUR BUREAUX 


EMPLOYERS AND WORKPEOPLE, 
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Short Title. 


This Act may be oited as the Free Publie Labour Bureaux Act. 
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interpretation. 
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In thie Aot unless tie Context otherwise requires, 
ae Minister means the Minister of Labour 
be Office means the Free Public Labour Bureaux system 


OfTices 
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There shall be a permanent Office established under the 
Minister of Labour to be called the Free Public Labour 
Bureaux Department, for the purpose of establishing & 
maintaining a Central Buresu & loeal free publics Labour 
Bureaux. 

The Minister of Labour may operate & maintain them acoord= 
ing to Regulations laid down by Governour in Council, & 
may also cooperate with other Authorities maintaining free 
public Labour Bureaux. 


The Governour in Council may appoint such Officers, suborde 
inate officers & servants, as the Governour in Council may 
determine as necessary. 


The Governour in Council may provide fer the establishment 
of Advisory Boards representing the interests of Provincial 
& Municipal Authorities, Employere & Workpeople. for the 
purpose of giving adwice & assistance in the management of 
the Central and leeal Labour Bureaux, 


The Regulations shall also provide that no person shall 
suffer disqualification or be otherwise prejudiced on 
aoce unt of refusing to accept Employment found for them, 
when the grounds of the refusal are that a trade dispute 
which affects the trade exists, or that the wagea offered 
are lower than those current in the trade in the district 
in which the Employment is founde 


The expenses ineurred in the carrying out of thie Act 
shall be defrayed out of monies provided for the purpose 
by Parliament.
